RE-BUILDING IN 
MESOPOTAMIA 


London, July 23—In the House of 
Commons to-night, Lord Robert Cecil, 
assistant secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, replying to a question, said the 
operations on the Euphrates in March 
and the subsequent operations in the 
nejghborhood of Kirkuk in April, had 
resulted in inflicting on the Turks 
casualties amounting to about 10,000 
men, of whom 7,500 are prisoners of 
war. Thirty guns and much other war 
material was captured. 

“Very satisfactory progress is being 
made in redeeming Mesopotamia from 
the state of ruin into which it had fal- 
len under the Turks,” Lord Robert 
continued. 

“Thirteen government 
schools, four municipal state aided 
schools, a teachers’ training school and 
@ survey school have been opened and 
classes in agriculture also have been 
started. Large tracts of untilled land 
now are being cultivated through the 
efforts of the population and the polit- 
{cal administration. 

“The opening up of the country by 
roads and railway and the improved 
water transport and the establishment 
of, and security of the highways, has 
resulted in an increase in trade and a 
lowering of prices. The contrast be- 
tween the improved conditions in 
Mesopotamia and those of neighboring 
countries occupied by the Turks, where 
disorder and famine are chronic, have 
not failed to impress the population. 

“The relations between our troops 
and the pcople are excellent.” ’ 

Turning to the operations of the King 
of the Hedjaz, who is allied with the 
British, Lord Robert said: 

“The casualties inflicted on the Turks 
by the Arabs along fhe line between 
Berat and Maan amount to about 2,000, 
in addition to which two locomotives 
have been destroyed and 122 culverts 
and bridges demolished. Railway com- 
munication between these points has 
been permanently interrupted.”

LETTERS FROMTHE = 
FRONT 


France, 11-4-18. 

The following letter, written by one 
of Red Deer’s former boys, Arthur 
Slade, displays the spirit of the lads 
who are fighting our battle for us, 
that spirit can never be killed. Arthur 
Slade was an accountant in the Mer- 
chants Bank, Edmonton, we believe, 
when he joined up with the Canadian 
forces, and he is in that glorious bat- 
talion commanded by Col. Page, of 
Red Deer. 

Dear Dad.—You see, I am again 
down at that Army school I spoke of, 
and expect to be here in this delight- 
ful place from 3 to 5 weeks, although 
my last stay here was only two days 
on account of the last offensive move- 
ments of the enemy, so if things go 
along as just now we may be able to 
finish our course this time. 

‘ France, 12-4-18. 

Tonight's note will be in a different 
tone to last night’s, I am afraid, I 
have just finished reading reports, and 
a thorough study of today’s changed 
map, as Fritz is busy again, and it has 
had its effect on me. I feel mad. My 
blood boils. I want to get away from 


where I belong. I want to get back 
to do my part, to lead my men and 
show the Boche we are better than 
they. Of this I feel sure, that al- 
though he may be able to beat back 
the line in some places he can never 
force Canadians to retire, nor can he 
hope to crush the spirit of organiza- 
tion of our troops. They can talk as 
they like about the Imperial forces, 
but as far as I can see (and I have 
good grounds for thinking so), there 
is no corps in the British Army more 
reliahle or better organized than the 
Canadian Army Corps today. This 
is not wind. . 

Were it not for military regulations 
I would dwell at length on tha present 
situation. I think faster than I write, 
but should I write what I think I would 
be-in line’ for a Court Martial. for I 
feel like a caged lion. I want to get 
out and tear things up. This thing 
‘makes me wild. Will some _ people 
never wake up? Will they  naver 
realize they are fighting 4 war against 
an enemy whom they can only hope 
‘to defeat by getting onto their jobs 
‘and doing things? In the near future, 
what do I read, alas I'must keep quiet, 
for what I see distresses me. Give 
me my men, give me a rifle and let me 
fire and fire and fire, then when the 
dead are piled high around us, and 
still they come, let me die, Oh, forgive 
me if I write wildly. My brain is on 
fire, my mind is tormented, my fingers 
itch to kill and kill and conquer. 
There are not enough Canadians in 
this war. Oh, curse those men and 
youths whose hearts have heard the 
call of duty and who have stopped 
their ears and turned their feet into 
the easy paths of pleasure and com- 
fort. May their conscience ever damn 
mithem. If every man in Canada had 
4) done his duty: instead of one we could 
have had three fighting corps in 
| France, with three times the frontage 
| We are now limited to. Our army, our 

}/ Canadian army, could make a stand— 
aye, a glorious stand—against the 
hordes that threaten to assail it. 
There is no doubt of it, we are the 
strongest point on the Western front 
—but what can we hope for? 

But of this be sure, we will fight 
to the last, we will stand and if neces- 
sary fall, but we will still be facing 
the foe. If I write more this letter 
may never reach you. It is probably 
well that we cannot say just what we 

wish. : 

. I am going now to talk Germans to 
one of the other officers, so good night. 
France, 13-4-18 

Another line, this one just to let 
you know I am happy again, as we 
are today to leave here once more to 
join our brigade. 

Things are stirring and we are need- 
ed back. We leave this afternoon, 
and if all goes well the Canadians will 
on one more occasion have opportun- 
ity to cdOver themselves with glory in 
upholding the honor of their Domin- 
fon, whose name stands first as a 
country where men are born and bred 
who are not wanting when fighting 
is to be done or hardships endured. 

I will write later, mother dear, but 
should anything happen in the mean- 
time be sure of this—your son is a 
Canadian, the son of Canadians whose 
hearts are staunch and true, and as 
such he will not fail in his duty to his 
home, his country, and his King. With 
love to you all, ,

Ward Mutr, late: R.A.M.C., contrib- 
utes this reminiscence to the London 
Daily Mail: ; 

Nurse was an extremely pretty girl.]. 
"I had (I confess) remarked the fact 
the moment I entered the ward to re- 
port myself for duty as orderly. There- 


after nurse was a mere pleasing, oc- 
casjonally glimpsed decoration in the 
backgroufhd of a morning of hustle un- 
der the commands of our potentate 
“Sister.” 

But towards mid-day I had the priv- 
flege of making the closer acquaint- 
anceship of nurse. She and I were de- 
tailed to convey a patient to the oper- 
ating theatre. Said patient, when we 
brought him back, would be minus a 
leg. . 

I had never in my life before been 
present at an operation, and I was not 
at all certain about my powers of wit- 
nessing horrors unmoved.~It occurred 
‘to me that I should look singularly un- 
soldierlike if, when the blood began to 
flow, I collapsed in a faint on the floor 
of the operating theatre. And when I 
glanced at nurse—trim, slender, pink- 
and-cream complexion, about ten years 
my junior—when I stole a glance at 
this self-possessed chit I trembled in- 
wardly. She woundn’'t blench. She and 
I had never set eyes on each other be- 
fore; but I had to concede that she 
was the blase expert and I the timid 
novice. 

Presently I was wheeling the patient 
into the white-walled sanctum and 
helping to dispose his unconscious form 
upon the operating table. 

The surgeon approached. “Sister” 
and other acolytesstood round him. 
I stood back, waiting to be called for 
when needed, but careful to have a 
clear view of the operation. On the 
other side of the room, similarly sta- 
tioned, stood nurse. She was prettier 
than ever—serious and serene and blue- 
eyed. . 

And in due course the amputation 
was completed. 

Instead of being horrified by the 
spectacle’s ugliness I had been’ en- 
thralled by the spectacle’s beauty; the 
beauty of an exquisite skill exquisitely 
exercised. 

We wheeled our patient back to the 
ward, nurse and I. There is a coma- 
raderie in hospital. She and I had 
never been introduced and never would 
be, yet we were already able to chat 
familiarly, and I said: 

“Been here long, nurse?” 

“Not very.” 

“Really?” I was surprised. “Long 
enough though to have grown accus- 
tomed to things. Now that operation 
was my first. I was awfully afraid I 
shouldn’t stick it.” 

“What! Your firstoperation.” Nurse's 
blue eyes were round. “And you never 
said a word! Oh, orderly!—I thought 
you'd been at dozens. You were splen- 
did.” 

This was delightful. I felt a hero, 
beneath the naively admiring gaze of 
those blue eyes. 

“What did-you feel like at your first 
operation, nurse?” I asked. 

“This morning's was my first oper- 
ation!” she said. And then—really she 
was rather a darling this pretty child] 
—she added: “But I didn't know that 
men could stand these things as well 
as women!”

‘An American writer in a current 
magazine asks the question, “What 
shall-‘we win: with the War?” and 
endeavors to answer the same. He 
doesnot. mean what material. gains 
the United’ States may expect as its 
reward for participation in the fight 
for freedom, but what spiritual gains 
may be-expected.. This is a question 
every. nation engaged in this world- 
struggle“may:-well ask, and the pur- 
pose:.of. this article is to . point... out 
that-out of. the war there has come a 
new appreciation of the purpose and 
the supreme value of the: weekly-rest 
day.’ And curiously this new appre- 
ciation has: not come as the result of 
any ‘sense of repentance and need of 
‘observing the laws of God, but as a 
by-product of the very struggle itself. 
Out. of the terrific {industrial strain 
and stress of these days there is com- 
ing a strong appeal for more teaching 
upon the great. thought that lies at 
the heart of the Fourth Command- 
ment, a recognition that it is not an 
arbitrary law but a great intuition of 
the.race. 

_There appeared in the London 
“Times” in September,1915, a thought- 
ful and arresting letter by Lord Syd- 
enham. “At this time of supreme 
national effort,” he wrote, “it is vital 
that the conditions of labor—of brains 
and muscle alike—should be such as 
to prevent cumulative fatigue, which 
may be pallfated by spirits, to con- 
serve the energies of the workman 
and enable him to give his best to the 
service of the State without mental or 
physical deterforiation. In the more 
difficult time which will follow the 
war the need for increasing economic 
production, and at the same time for 
jealously guarding the public health, 
will be forced upon the nation by in- 
exorable necessity. The great prin- 
ciple of compulsory rest which Moses 
taught to mankind calls for scientific 
application to lives far more strenu- 
ous and more complex than those of 
the Israelites.” 

Neyer has man lived {n such a state 
of permanent and growing excitement 
and activity. We are witnessing to- 
day the most formidable explosion of 
human energy that has ever occurred 
on this planet. That this tension of 
world soul and body has its limits 
and cannot be permitted to increase 
indefinitely has been proved by the 
investigation of the munition industry 
in England and the warning of Lord 
Sydenham has been heeded. In_ the 
earlier stages of the war men were 
widely employed on Sunday with the 
hope of increasing the output It was 
found however, on careful investiga- 
tion by a committee appointed by Mr. 
Lloyd George, at that time Minister of 
Munitions, with the concurrence of 
the Home Secretary, that not only 
were men and women workers and 
machinery breaking down under the 
constant strain of toil, but the out- 
put was far from satisfactory. “Time 
gained on-Sunday is- largely lost,” 
says the report, “by bad timekeeping 
on the other days of the week.” On 
the question of Sunday work by ex- 
hausted men, one foreman said he did 
not believe in “a holiday on double 
pay.” Another remarked that Sun- 
day work gave “six days’ output for 
seven days’ work on eight days’ pay.” 
As a result of this investigation and 
report, Sunday work in munition 
plants was discontinued except in mat- 
ters of sudden emergencies or repairs, 
furnaces, certain continuous process- 
es, etc., (the workers so employed be- 
ing given a corresponding period of 
rest during another part of the week). 

Still another testimony to this new 
appreciation of the value of the Sab- 
bath as a law of physical efficiency 
has appeared lately in the address of 
Sir Frances Cox to the Royal. Geo- 
graphical Society upon the proposed 
tunnelling of the English Channel af- 
ter the war. Near the close of the 
address appear these words: “It was 
anticipated that the daily rate of pro- 
gress would be such as has Hever been 
attained hitherto in any~tunnel. To 
secure this no work would be permit- 
ted on Sundays except for ventilation, 
pumping and cases of urgent repair.” 
Thus from science and industry there 
is coming today an appeal for a better 
Sabbath observance.

New York July 25.—The statement 
that British labor is behind Premier 
Lloyd-George in his recent declara- 
tion that Germany “can have peace 
tomorrow” if she will accept President 
Wilson’s formula for the future gov- 
ernment of the world is contained 
in a message to the American people 
from George N. Barnes, labor repre- 
sentative in the British war cabinet. 
The message made public through the 
American alliance for labor and de- 
mocracy follows in part: 

“though there has been no specific 
declaration by any labor leaders on 
the subject of the prime minister's 
‘address to the American troops on 
July 6, there can be no doubt that his: 
endorsement of the war aims as laid 
down by President Wilson has met 
with general support throughout la- 
bor ranks in Great Britain. 

“It is generally felt that if the allied 
statesmen could make it clear to the 
German people as President Wilson 
has made it throughout the war, and 
as Mr. Churchill did in such striking 
language on Independence Day, that 
Germany's existence as an organized 
state would be as safe in the hands of 
a league of nations as the existence of 
Great Britain and the United States, 
the war might beshortened by months, 
if not for years.”

Dear Mr and Mrs. Huskins, Calgary. 

Doubtless you will have thought me 
ungrateful and rightly so. 
assure you I have thought of you so 
often and would have written before 
had I remembered your 
When Len so kindly run down from 
London to see me, I got your address 
from him, but unfortunately lost it, but 
I received another letter from him to- 
day and I hasten to make amends. 

Well, dear folks, I had the pleasure 
of an afternoon with him, he getting 
me @ pass, which was my first, and we 
spent several pleasant hours together 
in Guildford, a nice little town about 
10 miles from here. 
treat to get away from camp and with 
one, an officer at that, who made 
things most pleasant and at ease. We 
waived all military etiquette. Well, 
he is the same old Len, only 
stouter, and looks fine in his uniform 
and is not stuck on his shape. There 
is not much of interest I can tell you 
about him, I may be able to do s0 at 
a later date, as I am to meet him in 
London when I go on:leave. He is 
going to take me for a joy ride, and 
that will be something to talk about. 
He surely is doing well in his line, 
and I feel somehow that you need 
have no fear but that he will take 
every care of himself, as he is not 
given to pulling off foolish stunts. He 
wrote me last week that he would fly 
out over the camp here and I would 
know him as he would loop the loop 
He came O.K., but tells 
me today that his speedmeter was not 
working correctly, so did not do the 
loop showing again that he takes no 
There are so many 
machines around here that I did not 
recognise him. He, of course, was 
most anxious to know all about you 
folks, and I think I put his mind at 
ease regarding your general health 
and conditions,‘ William, 

Like all others he is anxious to see 
the war over so that he can return to 
home and loved ones once more, but 
unlike many I know, he will refuse to 
return so long as he can carry on and 
do his bit over here. 

Now a few lines about yours truly. 
I sure enjoyed the trip over, was sick 
on board only one day, and surely got 
an eye opener going up the Clyde into 
Glasgow, where we landed. Scotland 
looked good to me, but unfortunately 
our train trip of some five hundred 
miles through Scotland and England 
was mostly in the night. 
the trip in fourteen hours, but I sat 
up most all night and laughed myself 
sick at those d——d little engines 
and trains, but they run like a singed 
On arrival here we went into 
segregation for 28 days but as mumps 
and measles kept breaking out I 
put in 46 days in all, the last 30 of 
the segregation camp 
sergeant-major, and as I had over 
seven hundred men under me at times 
I was kept pretty busy,and it was well 
it was so as at first the general sur- 
roundings and conditions made one 
lonesome and homesick, and then I 
joined my battery, where I stayed a 
week, when I was transferred to the 
Heavy Siege Artillery, and then took 
three weeks training on the 
guns, just passing out of the school 
yesterday. Strange to say, I was the 
caly N.C.O. from the 78th Calgary to 
be picked for the guns, all the others 
were chosen as signallers. 
funny to see me detailing the 
Sergts. to their duties each morning, 
when only 30 days previous they had 
been ordering me around as a poor 
gunner, the ways of the army are 
often strange. 

Of course, I reverted to the ranks 
again as soon as I got out of segrega- 
tion, as that is the only way one can 
get over to France now. 
geants who have been here since 1915- 
16 who are still here, but not for mine, 
I have already volunteered to go from 
the siege with ist draft. 
afternoon before leaving the Gunnery 
School I was called out by the Officer 
on parade and asked if I cared to take 
the B.C.A. course which means Bat- 
tery Commander's Assistant but as 
this course takes nearly three months 
training I asked to be allowed to re- 
fuse, because I know I must get over 
to France during the summer months 
as I am afraid of my old trouble lum- 
bago once winter sets in, so I am in 
hopes of getting away in July. Lieut. 
Brown, one of my old 187th brother 
officers returned from France 
week and came down and got me off 
for a day with him which we likewise 
spent in Guildford, so I have been 
rather fortunate in that respect.

I fully 
intend to try and see Mrs. Huskins’ 
brother while on my shore leave, if it 
ever comes.

Out at Evergreen, Joe Buresh is‘ act- 
ing agent for the-Bohemian Review, 
the official organ of the Bohemian 
National Alliance of America. A copy 
was handed us last week, and the fol- 
lowing article, speaking of the Czech- 
oslovak armies will be of interest to 
our readers. The article says: 

The world little realizes even at this 
late day that when war broke out and 
Austria invaded Serbia, the attack 
was aimed at the Austrian subjects 
of Slav and Latin race just as much 
as at Serbia. 

There has always been a strong 
realization of kinship between the 
Czechoslovaks, Serbs, and Russians. 
During the Balkan wars the Czecho- 
slovaks aided in all possible ways the 
anti-Turkish coalition, even by mutiny- 
ing at the Austrian mobilization in 
1912. And when it is recalled that 
bitter memories of oppression and loss 
of independence through German vio- 
lence rankled in the hearts of the sub- 
ject Slavs, it was to be expected that 
Czechoslovaks would desert from the 
Austro-Hungarian armies. Not from 
cowardice,but because fighting against 
Serbia and Russia was in their eyes 
high treason to their national ideals. 
The whole world knows now that 
these unwilling conscripts went over 
to the Roumanians and Italians in 
large numbers. How large it is diffi- 
cult to ascertain. Russian figures 
gave the number of Austrian prison- 
ers regardless of their racial relation- 
ship but it is safe to say that the 
number of Czechoslovak prisoners of 
war in Russia alone exceeded 300,000. 

The Czechoslovaks were not content 
to abandon the German side. They

the Hussite Sharpshooters’ Brother- 
hood and rendered valuable services 
to the Russians by reconnaissance 
work for the armies campaigning in 
Galicia. This first Czechoslovak 
force got as far as Cracow in 1915. 
Very grudgingly the Russian govern- 
ment gave permission to some of the 
captured or surrendered men to join 
the legion. During the year 1915 the 
Hussite Brotherhood grew into the 
First Czechoslovak regiments of John 
Hus, and later on there was organized 
the second regiment called John Zis- 
ka after the great Hussite general, 
and then the third, known as the regi- 
ment of George Podebrad, the last 
king of Bohemia of Czech blood. Dur- 
ing the winter of 1916-17 the Czecho- 
slovak prisoners of war, scattered 
through internment camps in Serbia, 
through munition factories and farms, 
tried to get permission to join the 
fighting units, but the old government 
looked upon them as revolutionaries 
and the local authorities placed many 
obstacles in the way of these volun- 
teers. 

Kerensky himself was _ originally 
opposed to the creation of an army 
with a nationalistic, as against an in- 
ternationalistic, program, but after 
the June offensive he changed his 
mind. At Zborov in Galicia the first 
Czechoslovak brigade accomplished 
deeds of bravery and won successes 
that did away finally with the hesita- 
tion on the part of the provisional 
government. At that time there was 
in Kiev depot enough volunteers to 
organize a second brigade. The 
army grew rapidly into a division and 
then into an army corps. This is the 
army that has recently entered upon 
its heroic march of six thousand miles 
through a hostile country to reach the 
sea and be transported to France. 
Since they no longer could fight the 
Germans in Russia they determined 
to reach the front where they could 
be used, and not merely thrown away 
in a last desperate stand against their 
enemies. The last reports, now two 
months old, gave the number of these 
fighters at 60,000. But there was even 
then 50,000 more men enlisted who 
had been able on account of the dis- 
organization of the railway traffic to 
join the army. The majority of them 
were in Siberia and it is certain that 
a large number have by this time suc- 
ceeded in reaching their comrades. In 
fact it is known that many thousands 
of Roumanian prisoners of war from 
Serbia preferred to attach their for- 
tunes to the disciplined Czechosldvak 
army and go with them to France. It 
is not far from truth to estimate the 
number of Czechoslovak soldiers 
strung all the way from the River 
Volga to the Pacific Ocean at one hun- 
dred thousand. 

Just how the conflict frose between 
them and the Bolsheviki is not yet 
quite clear. The policy of the Czech- 
oslovak Council, the political direction 
of which is followed by the army, has 
been to remain absolutely neutral in 
Russian internal affairs. It is for the 
Russians themselves to decide what 
their government shall be and how 
they shall achieve a stable rule. The 
only aim of the Czechoslovaks in to 
fight Austria-Hungary and Germany. 
In February of this year an agreement 
was reached between the Bolshevik 
authorities and Professor Masaryk, 
President of the Czechoslovak -Nation- 
al Council, that these troops would 
be allowed free and unmolested pas- 
sage from Southern Russia to France 
by way of the Pacific, or by any other 
route that might be available. If the 
Bolsheviki violated this agreement at 
the inspiration of the Germans, as 
seems most likely, the Czechoslovak 
National Council is set free of its 
obligation, and its future tactics will 
be dictated according to the changed 
situation and the needs of the mo- 
ment. 

Not much has been said in the war 
reports of the fighting done by Czech- 
oslovak volunteers, recruited from 
prisoners, in the Slav legion which 
operated in 1916-17 in Dobrudja in co- 
operation with the Roumanian army.

Words Placed in President 


Wilson’s Mouth Which 
He Did Not Use 


(Edmonton Journal, July 23) 

On the morning of July 9th in the 
course of an editorial article criticizing 
the military policy of the Dominion 
Government the Edmonton Bulletin 
had this to say: 

“On the authority of President Wil- 
son, the men taken from the Canadian 
farms in the midst of seeding season 
are only being sent overseas at the dis- 
advantage of blocking the transport 
of an equal number of United States 
soldiers. How much is it helping. to 
win the war to cut down food’ produc- 
tion in order to block the transports 
with recruits occupying room that is 
needed for men already trained?” :. 

On the afternoon of the day on which 
this appeared, a mass meeting of far- 
mers was held at the fair grounds, at 
Wetaskiwin. Its purpose was describ- 
ed in the Bulletin report the next day 
as “to, promote co-operation.to support 
the Ontario farmers’ demand.” The 
‘speech reported at greatest length was 
that of Mr. A. W. Ferol, of Kingman. 
Here is an extract from the account of 
Mr. Ferol's remarks: 5 

“The speaker then quoted President 
Wilson as stating that ‘the men taken 
from the Canadian farms in the midst 
of the seeding season are only being 
sent overseas at the disadvantage of 
blocking the transport of an equal 
number of United States trained sol- 
diers.’ In these circumstances, he said, 
there seems no chance of getting right 
or justice from the present govern- 
ment and it seemed to be necessary 
for them to consider carefully the de- 
mands of the Ontario farmers and to 
stand together, for ‘if you don’t hang 
together, you will hang separately.’” 

Obviously if President Wilson ‘were 
correctly quoted in the above extracts 
(it is to be noted that in the Wetaski- 
win report quotation marks are used) 
it would constitute the strongest crit- 
icism of the Canadian government's 
policy that has yet been offered. Mr. 
Ferol’s statement, as was natural, pro- 
duced a strong impression at the We- 
taskiwin meeting. 

The Journal immediately looked up 
President ‘Wilson’s recent speeches 
and could find nothing in them resem- 
bling the language attributed to, him. 
Accordingly it published the following 
in the editorial column: 

“On its editorial page of the morning 
of July 9 the Bulletin quoted a state- 
ment made by President‘ Wilson which 
was repeated by a speaker at a mect- 
ing of farmers in Wetaskiwin later on 
the same day. Would it kindly inform 
us when and where the President used 
this language?” 

This request was polite and reason- 
able enough. But no reply was made 
to it. 

Accordingly the following letter was 
dispatched: 


“Edmonton, July 10, 1918 
“Joseph Tumulty, Esq., 
“Secretary to the President, 
“Washington, D.C. 

“Dear Sir,—Opponents of the Cana- 
dian government's military policy in 
this vicinity are ascribing this lan- 
guage to President Wilson: 

“The men taken from the Canadian 
farms in the midst of the seeding sea- 
son are only being sent overseas at the 
disadvantage of blocking the transport 
of an equal number of United States 
trained soldiers.’ 

“I have been unable to locate any 
such statement in any of the Presi- 
dent’s speeches and those who ascribe 
it to him have not responded to my 
invitation to inform me when and 
where he used these words. 

“You would much oblige if you would 
write me at your earlest convenience 
stating whether or not the President 
is correctly quoted and, if he is, in 
what speech he had this to say. 

“Thanking you in anticipation,

It is by such methods that German 
agents have sought to weaken the Al- 
lied cause from the first, as has been 
proven over and.over again. 

Suppose an ‘American newspaper 
had quoted Premier Borden as using 
similar language with respect to Presi- 
dent Wilson's military service: policy. 
Would it not have been resented inthe 
United States? 

«And then’ suppose it had been shown 
that Premier-Borden had not used the 
language that was credited to him. 


What.would have. been thought of the ]- 


newspaper which had adopted this 
method of attack upon the President? 


It is hardly necessary to answer the 


question. 

Surely. such methods cannot be pur- 
syed in the crisis of a great war in 
which all that we hold dear is at stake 
without some means other than news- 
paper criticism being taken to counter- 
act them? 

The Journal contents itself for the 
present with calling attention to the 
offence. What are those charged with 
Canadian war administration going to 
do about it? ite

ENEMY HASTILY . 
REMOVING ‘ALL 
WAR MATERIAL 


FRENCH, BRITISH AND YANKEES 
PRESS ON THREE SIDES 
OF TRIANGLE. 


London, July 25——The latest war 

communique shows that Generalissi- 
‘mo Foch is methodically continuing 
to close the pincers which are grip- 
ping the Huns between the Aisne and 
the Marne. The capture of Armenter- 
es increases the envelopmnt of Oulchy 
Le Chateau and the capture of Brecy 
brings the Allies only five miles from 
the important road centre at Fere-En- 
Tardenois, from where, according to 
the Paris reports today, the Germans 
are hastily removing all the material 
that has accumulated there since the 
beginning of June. 
, The allies are thus relaxing the hold 
of the enemy on the Chateau-Thierry 
Soissons, and are ~gradually 
king up the front forward atOulchy- 
Le-Chateau, Fere-En-Tardenois, and 
Montagne De Rheims, where a strong 
line will be established. 

On the eastern side of the trian- 
gle, the British advance north of the 
Ardre river is improving, threatening 
the German left bank with envelop- 
ment, while the Franco-American 
troops advancing from the Marne are 
& menace to the German centre. 

British success at Vrigny threatens 
Fismes, another important centre, 
hence the disposition of the Germans, 
who are attempting to prevent the 
allied advance in this direction. Their 
defense of Soissons is also beginning 
to become formidable as the allied 
advance continues toward Soissons— 
‘the pivot of the German position. 

It is estimated that there are 400,- 
000 Germans fighting within the tri- 
angle, the sides of which are being 
squeezed by the allied forces. 

Obstinat resistance and the rugged 
nature of the country constitute ob- 
stacles in the way of closing 
the pincers at the narrow 
opening of Rheims and Soissons, but 
the relentless pressure of the allies 
is: gradually emptying the triangle of 
the enemy masses.

IS TURKEY QUITTING? 


THE ALLIANCE BREAKING UP 


London, July 29.—The relations be- 
tween Germany and Turkey have been 
severed,” according to direct inform- 
ation from Constantinople. This an- 
nouncement is made by the Copenhag- 
en correspondent of the Exchange 
Telegraph Company. 

The ill-feeling against Germany, the 
advices further say, has been grow- 
ing, particularly after last week's 
events. The Germans recently de- 
manded the cruiser Hamidieh, the 
only large ship then in the possession 
of Turkey, as compensation for the 
Breslau, the former German cruiser, 
which was destroyed in the Dardan- 
elles, while under the Turkish flag. 
Despite Turkey's protest, the Hamid- 
ieh has departed for Sebastopol, with 
the German flag flying. 

Paris, July 29.—A high neutral per- 
sonality, who has just returned from 
Constantinople, describes the present 
situation in Turkey as one likely to 
bear disastrous consequences to the 
alliance shortly. What he told the 
French officials as to the general in- 
terior and political conditions and 
Turkey's rupture with Bulgaria, which 
have already resulted in armed clash- 
es of the troops of the two allies, or 
about Turkey's alleged manoeuvers in 
Switzerland, aimed at a rapproche- 
ment with the entente, could not be 
learned. However, he confirmed re- 
ports of mutinies in the Turkish arm- 
fes, notably an uprising of troops of 
Smyrna several weeks ago, where the 
food situation is described as horrible.

With the shipment of men last week, 
the total number of American wolf 
embarking for France was 1,250,000. 

GERMANS USED 52 DIVISIONS. 

Washington, July 27.—A total of 52 
German divisions have been identi- 
fied in the Aisne-Marne fighting, said 
an official dispatch today from France. 
This represents one quarter of the 
total number of German troops on the 
western/front, the dispatch said, and 
shows the tremendous concentration 
the enemy has been forced to make to 
meet Gen. Foch’s counter attack. 

The dispatch also said that the 
French captured 50 officers, 1,800 men 
four cannon, 40 trench mortars, and 
300 machine guns in the recent local 
operation north of Montdidier.

WHY THE GOAT IS A 
VALUABLE ANIMAL 


The prejudice against goats is un- 
questionable. It has been created by 
the inhabitant of the vacant city lot— 
a neglected creature that was forced 
to get subsisicnce by. any means it 
could. It gnawed the labels from tin 
cans to get the taste of the paste be- 
neath—and acquired a reputation for 
eating tin cans. The goat of the open 
fields and prosperous farms is as diff- 
erent from the vacant lot or common 
type as the Hereford thoroughbred is 
from the’ rawboned cow of the city 
suburbs. 


The goat is sald to be the cleanest] 


feeder of the livestock world. It will 
not eat straw or hay that has been 
under foot. It nibbles the choicest 
bits of foliage and rejects all unclean- 
liness. Its meat, therefore is equally 
fit for human food with the flesh of 
the sheep. Present prices of goats 
for the range are well up to the pre- 
vailing figure for sheep. 

Mohair, the fleece of the Angora 
goat, is in strong demand for plushes 
or upholstery and for ladies’ cloaks 
and furs. Long mohair for wigs 
brings as high as $20 per pound. Palm 
Beach cloth is made entirely of mo- 
hair. It is the most durable textile 
fabric known to the weaver's art. The 
industry is little over 30 years old in 
the United States. The first import- 
ation of Angora goats was made in 
1849 but the commercial importance of 
the industry was not recognized until 
late in the eighties. It is growing 
steadily and demand for stock cannot 
be supplied. 

Goat meat has been sold as mutton 
and retailed to householders in unlim- 
ited quantities as such.’ The price 
paid was within 50c per hundred 
of that paid for sheep mutton, and it 
is, in fact, not to be distinguished 
from sheep mutton else there would 
have arisen a protest from consum- 
ers.
